Mercantile activities of the empire were mpsily transacted* 
in round Ntiihrs (gold), ftapya (silver) and Dat m (copper) 1 The copper 
Dam was the most popular medium of Transaction as frequent reference* 
ure found in contemporary sources like A 'in-iAkbari mdAkbitrnamah. 
Weight of a Dam was 5 lake, i.e, L rpffl, S and 7 surkh\ It was 

the fortieth part tif Rupya in Akbar’s reign. 1 Before Akbur this coin 
was called Paisa, and also Beftieir, bat lie rename the copper coin and 
this was known as Dam uL the time of the compilation of the A‘in-i- 
AkhariA For purpose of calculation, the Dam ivus divided imo twenty 
five parts, each of which ir eat Jed Jeldi. Thts imaginary division was 
used by accountants. 3 The Adhaia was half of a Dam\ however the 
quarter Dam was known as Facia and one eighths of a Dam as Dtimri. 
On one side the place was given where it was struck, and on Lhe other 
the dale.* The practice of striking, the mini name on one side and date 
on another was prevailing at the lime of Bshar and Humayun also.
